Ministers at June 15 
Meeting Will Be Able 
to Break Deadlock of 


Russia, Other Powers.

PARIS, May 17 (AP)—United 
States Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes and a party of 15 other 
persons, including Senators Tom 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, and Ar- 
thur Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, left Orly Field today for 
Washington after the deadlocked 
foreign ministers’ conference had 
adjourned until. June 15. They 
flew in the United States Army 

plane “Caravan Crescent.” 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov took off from Le Bourget 
Field several hours earlier for 
Berlin on his returr’trip to Mos- 
cow. British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin left for home shortly 
after Byrnes’s departure, 

Before leaving, Byrnes expressed 
the conviction that, despite the 
failure of the current conference 
to draft any major treaties, the 
outstanding differences’ between 
Russia and the western powers 
would be settled at the next meet- 
ing. Similar views were expressed 
by Bevin. 

Dunn Stays in Paris. 
Assistant United States Secre- 
tary of State James Dunn re- 
m work with 
e other three foreign 
ministers in preparation for the 
June 15 conference, 

Pierre Schneider, French For- 
eign Office under secretary, and 
Jefferson Caffery, United States 
Ambassador to Paris, -saw the 
Byrnes party off. W. Averell Har- 
riman, United States. Ambassador 
to London, also was at the air- 
field but he said his visit to Paris 
was not official. 
American sources said _ that 
Byrnes’s attitude was based on 
progress made on such questions 
as Italian reparations, colonies 
and Balkan frontiers. They said 
that these advances should assure 
the calling of a 21-nation peace 
conference, even if the next meet- 
ing of foreign ministers should 
adjourn without total agreement 
on peace treaties. 

Results of Paris Parley. 

When the ministers adjourned 
yesterday after more than three 
weeks of discussion, the box score 
stood:

Disagreements: Italian - Yugo- 
slavia frontier and disposal of 
Trieste. .Whether to make a 
complete study of Germany. 
Twenty-five-year treaty to super- 
vise German disarmament. Dis- 
position of Italian colonies, Dis- 
position of Italian navy. Evacu- 
ation of Allied troops from Italy 
and Balkans. Internationaliza- 
tion of Danube. Whether to hold 
a 21i-nation peace conference. 
Whether to discuss Austrian 
problems at next Big Four min- 
isters conference. 

American officials said that the 
city of Trieste, key to the Italian 
peace treaty, had become a sym- 
bol of whether the next confer- 
ence would succeed or fail. At 
the conference just terminated, 
the United States insisted that 
Trieste remain Italian; the Rus- 
sians were just as insistent that

LEWIS, OWNERS 
REIECT TRUMAN 3 
ARBITRATION PLAN 
WHEN TALKS FAlL 


U. S. Seizure of Mines 
Viewed as Likely Step 
—Deadlock on UMW 
Demand for 7 Pct. Pay- 
roll Levy. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The White House reported today 
there was “not a thing” new in 
the deadlocked soft coal contract 
negotiations. 

President Truman, who failed 
yesterday in his proposal for ar- 
bitration of the dispute, turned 
his attention to the threatened 
rail strike which would halt move- 
ment of coal from mines under 
the two-week mine truce, 


Piess Secretary Charles G. Ross 
told reporters he didn’t think 
there was any chance that Tru- 
man would call John L. Lewis 
and Charles O'Neill, spokesmen 
for coal operators, to the White 
House today. He added, however, 
that “anything could happen at 
any time.” 

The United Mine Workers and 
the operators rejected last night 
the presidential proposal for ar- 
bitration of their differences. 

It was: Ross who replied “not 
anything,” when asked by report- 
ers whether there were new de- 
velopments in the coal dispute, 

Truman arranged to remain at 
the White House to handle any 
developments. He postponed his 
planned flight to Missouri from 
tomorrow to Monday. 

Despite the generally gloomy 
outlook, Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach said he found grounds— 
“very intangible” though they 
might be—for believing that the 
negotiations might be resumed. 

Deadlock on 7 Per Cent. 

Negotiations came to an abrupt 
halt in a deadlock over Lewis's 
demand for a 7 per cent payroll 
levy to finance a miners’ health 
and welfare fund. Truman’s ar- 
bitration suggestion followed. 

Lewis turned it down cold. He 
told the President his negotiating 
committee was not authorized 
to take such a step. 

The operators rejected the pro- 
posal on all of the non-wage is- 
sues but acceded on the question 
of wages and hours, They al- 
ready have offered Lewis the 
equivalent of 18% cents an hour 
in a wage increase to match post- 
war rises in comparable indus- 
tries. 

Operators’ Position. 

On the health and welfare de- 
mand, the controversy over union- 
ization of foremen, the accept- 
ance of federal mine inspectors’ 
safety recommendations, and 
minor demands “going to the bet- 
terment of local living conditions, 
maintenance of property and set- 
tlement of community affairs,” 
the operators said: 

“If these demands continue to 
be pressed, the industry, and it 
alone, must make the decision in 
each case as to how far it can go 
in the surrender of its hitherto 
unchallenged functions, The in- 
dustry cannot delegate that au- 
thority to anyone else.” 

Lewis said nothing as he left 
the White House after giving his 
decision to Truman. 

The operators’ position left lit- 
tle hope that even an offer of 
personal arbitration by the Presi- 
dent himself could win their con- 
currence, 

At the moment, presidential ad- 
visers appeared at a loss for a s0- 
lution acceptable to all sides. 

This left the possibility of Gov- 
ernment seizure of the mines — 
perhaps by the middle of next 
week—as the most likely step. 

Some persons close to the White 
House noted, however, that the 
legislative situation on Capitol 
Hill is such that Truman conceiv-

Morrison and Truman 
Complete Agreement to 
Speed Up Relief Ship- 


ments. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (UP)— 
Herbert Morrison, president of 
the British Cabinet Council, said 
today that the British Govern- 
ment would -200,000. tons-of, 
its grain reserves for famine Tre- 
lief. 

He made the announcement at 
a press conference after com- 
pleting with President Truman a 
British-American agreement to 
speed up relief shipments. 

He said the British Government 
agreed to release this part of its 
reserves after it was satisfied 
that the United States was de- 
termined to.do all possible toward 
feedin gthe hungry peoples 
throughout the world. 

Some American famine relief 
officials have been urging that 
the British release part of their 
grain reserves because this can 
be gotten to the countries in dire 
straits much quicker than ship- 
ments from the United States. 

“Morrison reported that it had 
been determined that the world 
supply of wheat now is 10,000,000 
tons. A total of 13,400,000 tons has 
been requested for famine areas. 

Stalin Rejects Request. 

It earlier was learned that So- 
viet Premier Joseph Stalin had, in 
effect, rejected President Tru- 
man’s urgent appeal for Russian 
aid in the world food crisis. Stalin 
said the request was too late. 

The tone of Stalin’s letter is said 
to have irked Truman. The Presi- 
dent told his press conference yes- 
terday that he had been in com- 
munication with Stalin and that 
the United States was doing more 
than any other nation in the food 
crisis. 

Morrison has been here several 
days conferring with Secretary of 
Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
and other American officials on 
the world food situation. 

He described the release of the 
200,000 tons as “great blow to my 
government.” They had not yet 
decided how to meet the result- 
ing shortage in their supplies. He 
hoped bread rationing would not 
be necessary. 

Exports Fall Behind, 

Morrison’s announcement came 
as the Agriculture Department 
disclosed that the United States 
fell further behind in its grain 
exports during the first 10 days 
of May than in any correspond- 
ing period. United States exports 
in the 10 days were only about 
3,920,000 bushels—one third of the 
quota of 12,500,000 bushels. 

This slump left the United 
States. about 38,912,500 bushels 
short of its export commitments 
from the first of the year through 
May 10, 

Total United States shipments 
for the period Jan. 1-May 10 were 
126,000,000 bushels. This amount 
actually had been shipped from

Truman’s Weekend Trip Home Off, 
But He Will Fly to Liberty Monday 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (UP)— 
President Truman, because of the 
railroad and coal crises, has can- 
celed plans for a weekend in Kan- 
sas City. 

The President was scheduled to 
leave early tomorrow morning by 
plane for Kansas City, where he 
was to have spent two nights.

WASHINGTON, May 17 
(AP) — President Truman 
took over the nation’s rail- 
roads today and appealed over 
the heads of union leaders for 
the railroad men to keep the 
trains running. 

The Government seizure was 
timed as of 4 p.m. today (pre- 
sumably local standard time). 
A strike of 250,000 trainmen 
and engineers was set for to- 


morrow afternoon at 4 o’clock 


in local standard time zones. 

Minutes before the President 
signed the order union leaders 
said they would not ask their men 
to stay on the job if the Govern- 
ment seized the roads. 

Asked whether the strike would 
go on as scheduled, President Al- 
vanley Johnston of the Engineers’ 
Brotherhood told reporters: “Yea, 


sir.” 
Appeal to Workers. 

Presidential Secreta Charles 
Ross announced the e He 
said the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation would be in charge of 
the 337 railroads involved. 

Ross told reporters he did not 
know whether the president had 
any assurances the railroad em- 
ployes would comply with the re- 
quest to remain on duty. 

In his statement addressed to 
working railroad: men, Truman 
said: 

“I call upon every employe of 
the railroads to co-operate with 
the Government , . , by remain- 
ing on duty.” 

The executive order covering 
the action was signed in the 
White House by Truman at 2:50 


.m. 
A. F. Whitney, head of the rail- 
road trainmen, and Alvaniey 
Johnston, head of the engineers, 
had conferred with President True 
man for three or four minutes 
after 2:30 when they were called 
to the White House. They told 
reporters that they had informed 
him they were unable to settle 
their wage dispute with the car- 
riers. ey said that the Presi- 
dent merely said he was sorry. 

Would Continue Negotiations. 

In his statement Truman sald: 

“In the strike situation thus 
confronting us governmental sel- 
zure is imperative for the protec 
tion of the rights of our citizens.” 

He said, however, he had asked 
the parties at odds to keep nego- 
tiations going with a view to ob- 
taining an agreement which would 
permit return of the railroads to 
private ownership at the earliest 
possible moment. 

As Whitney and Johnston left 
the White House representatives 
of the carriers entered for a sepa- 
rate conference with the Presi- 
dent. 

Whitney said after the Presi- 
dent’s seizure order and statement 
were issued that he always stands 
ready to negotiate. He added, “Up 
to this time the railroads have 
refused to negotiate.” 

He said he and Johnston would 
leave at 8:30 p.m. tonight to re- 
turn to Cleveland. 

Ross told reporters that after 
Truman signed the order, the two 
union leaders said farewell and 
walked out of the office. 

“They gave the President no 
assurance that the men would 
work for the Government. He did 
not ask for any and they gave 
none,” Ross related. 

Other Unions Ready to Work. 

However, Ross. said representa- 
tives of the conductors, switch- 
men and firemen which are ne 
gotiating for rules changes and 
further wage increases, had as- 
sured the President that their 
men stood ready to work, 

ODT Director Johnson sched- 
uled a press conference to answer 
questions about his plans for run- 
ning the railroads.

Tribunal Rules Tojo 


and 27 Others Must 


Stand Trial on Charges of Mass 
Murder and Inciting War. 


TOKYO, May 17 (AP)—The 11- 
nation international military tri- 
bunal ruled toddy that Hideki 
Tojo and 27 other Japanese must 
face trial as accused war crim- 
inals, 

The court dismissed all defense 
motions, which asked that the in- 
dictment against them be quashed 
and argued that the tribunal had 


no authority to try Japan’s war- 
fostering former leaders. 

Chief Justice Sir William Webb 
gave no reasons for the dismissal 
in a brief court session. He said 
they would be discussed in court 
later but specified no date. The 
trial is scheduled June 3. 

By the ruling, the tribunal up- 
held its right to try the 28 on 
charges of mass murder and of in- 
citing war. It also denied defense 
assertions that the accused were 
not liable to prosecution for ac- 
tivities pre-dating the outbreak of 


war or for any violations of in- 
ternational law other than con- 
ventional war crimes. 

The tribunal in effect also held 
with the prosecution that those 


| Fesponsible for starting “ruthless 


the existence of civilization” 
not immune from prosecution un-/ 
der international law. 

Attorneys said this was the first 
time a court had definitely set 
forth the authcrity of victorious 
nations to try leaders of the de- 
feated aggressor. Similar broad 
charges of “crimes against peace” 
and of “crimes against humanity” 
were made against the Nazi 
hierarchy at Nuernberg but attor- 
neys said the Allied court’s juris- 
diction had not been challenged 
there. 

Two judges and two defendants 
were not in the courtroom but 
Justice R. M. Pal of India attend- 
ed for the first time. Justices 
Ju Ao Mei of China and John P. 
Higgins of the United States were 
reported China-bound “on official 
business.”

DACHAU, May 17 (UP)—A 
statement by Col. Gen, Josef 
(Sepp) Dietrich, read at his atroc- 
ity trial today, said Adolf Hitler 
ordered his generals to break 
American resistance in the Battle 
of the Bulge by means of un- 
bridled terror and brutality. 

Dietrich, Nazi armored com- 
mander, and 73 other 8.8. mem- 
bers were being tried for the mas- 
sacre of more than 500 United 
States prisoners of war and 90 
Belgian civilians, 

“The Fuehrer said we would 
have to act with brutality and 
show no humane inhibitions,” Die- 
trich said. “He also said a Wave 
of fright and terror should pre- 
cede the attack, and that the ene- 
my’s resistance was to be broken 
by terror.” 

A similar statement by another 
defendant, Col, Joachim Peiper, 
commander of the First 8.8. Pan- 
zer Regiment, was read, It said 
an order was passed to the lower 
command that the fight would be 
carried on “stubbornly, with no 
regard for Allied prisoners of 
war, who will have to be shot if 
the situation makes it necessary 
and compels it.” 

Lt. Col. Burton Ellis, chief pros- 
ecutor, said he expected to prove 


‘that “some troops were told to ex- 


cel in the killing of prisoners of 
war as well as in fighting. 

“Others were told to make 
plenty of ‘Rabatz,’ which in SS. 
parlance means to have plenty of 
fun by killing everything that 
comes in sight. Others were told 
to ‘bump off everything that came 
before their guns’.” 

Ellis, in his opening statement 
to the war crimes court trying the 
defendants, said the First §.S. 
Panzer Regiment, acting on or- 
ders from Hitler to “show no hu- 
mane inhibitions,” murdered be- 
tween 538 and 749 American pris- 
oners during the German offen- 
sive in December 1944. 

“These figures do not represent 
the historical truth as to the total 
number of victims murdered by 
the First S.S. Panzer Regiment 
during this offensive, but only the 
number the prosecution expects to 
show,” Ellis declared.

SENATE LEADERS 
SEER ACTION ON 
NCW DRAFT LAW 


Affidavit by DietrichDemocratic Whip Says 


There Are Not Enough 
Eligibles Under Pres- 
ent Act to Meet Needs. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
Senate leaders applied fresh pres- 
sure today for speedy enactment 
of a new draft extension law. 
They said President Truman’s age 
liinit boost cannot meet army and 
navy needs, . 

Acting to “save what we can 
from the near wreckage of the 
selective service system,” Truman 
late yesterday ordered the induc- 
tion of men from 20 through 29 
years of age. Army estimates 
place 15,000 eligible men in that 
group, but the possibility arose 
that few would be drafted before 
the new July 1 expiration date. 

Previously 25 was the top age 
limit, but that was before the 
House forced the Senate to agree 
to exempt 18 and 19-year-olds in 
order to keep the entire draft act 
from dying last Tuesday. 

Senator Hill of Alabama, demo- 
cratic whip and member of the 
Military Committee which called 
for a full-year draft extension 
without exempting teen-agers, 
told a reporter: 

“The country and the Congress 
must meet this issue head on and 
now. . There are not enough men 
in the 20-to-30 class to provide the 
numbers that the army and navy 
needs. That means that fathers 
now in the service and men with 
long overseas service, some of it 
combat, must stay on duty until 
there are replacements.” 

Acknowledging there has been 
much pressure from parents of 
the 18- and .9-year-olds, Hill add- 
ed: “The public and some mem- 
bers have overlooked the pressure 
that will come from wives and 
parents of the long-service vet- 
erans if they cannot be released.” 


Senator Austin of Vermont, 
ranking Republican member of 
the military committee, com- 
mented that permanent solution 
of the “draft issue is one of the 
key measures in our entire inter- 
national policy.” 

“IT can’t understand the argu- 
ments of some who say we should 
not draft young boys and expose 
them to immoral surroundings 
and then at the same time advise 
us to increase pay so these boys 
will volunteer,” Austin said in an 
interview. 

Urging that pending labor legis- 
lation be laid aside temporarily, 
Austin expressed belief that “we 
can pass a permanent draft exten- 
sion in less than two days de- 
bate.”

Unanimously Adopts 
U.S. Plan—Gromyko 
Calls Action ‘ Useless,’ 
but Joins in Approval. 


NEW YORK, May 17 (UP) — 
The United Nations Security 
Council today unanimously adopt- 
ed an American proposal to defer 
for two months action on Alba- 
nia’s long-pending request to join 
the U.N., which Russia supports 
and the United States and Britain 


oppose. 
In voting to set up procedure 


for processing new. membership 
applications, the Council overruled 
a protest by Australia that it was 
infringing on the rights of the 
General Assembly, which has the 
last word on admitting new mem- 
bers. It decided by a 10 to 1 vote 
to take initial action on all pend- 
ing membership applications. 

The Council adjourned without 
setting a date for its next meeting. 
The Iranian question, however, is 
expected to come up again Mon- 
day or Tuesday, since Iran has 
been asked to report on May 20 
what progress it has made in con- 
firming the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Azerbaijan province. 

In Washington, Iranian Ambas- 
sador Hussein Ala said so far as 
he knows Russian troops have .not 
yet evacuated Azerbaijan. He 
called at the State Department to 
see what information had been 
received from American represen- 
tatives in Iran, He said he hoped 
that he would have ail the neces- 
sary information from Iranian 
Premier Ahmed Qavam in time to 
make his report to the Security 
Council by Monday.

EGYPTIAN SCOLDS 
U.N. COUNCIL FOR 
‘LACK OF PROGRESS’ 


NEW YORK, May 17 (AP)—Dr. 
Hafez Afifi Pasha, retiring presi- 
dent of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council, told his colleagues 
yesterday that the world was dis- 
appointed by the failure of the 
powers to work as a united family. 

He said he himself was de- 
pressed by the lack of progress 
made by the Council during his 
month as president and made an 
impassioned plea for the members 
“to make this Council be a true 
and real instrument of everlasting 
peace.” 

Under the Council’s system of 
rotation, French Delegate Alexan- 
dre Parodi became president when 
the Council met this morning. 
Afifi Pasha remains as the Egyp- 
tian delegate. 

He told the Council: “The great 
mass of humanity is disappointed 
with the state of affairs that pre- 
vails in the world a whole ycar 


because the ideals for which this 
war has been fought seem to be 
forgotten. It is disappointed be- 
cause it feels that a just and last- 
ing peace is still far off.” 

Afifi Pasha declared that despite 
all the difficulties, he still had a 
firm faith in the ability of the Se- 
curity Council to preserve peace.

‘What Citizens’ 


Tried to Accomplish; Results 
Disappointing to Chairman 


r—st. LOUIS HOUSING PROBLEM 


Committee 


McAfee Says He Feels It Has Done Every- 
thing Possible to Provide Temporary 
Shelter and That Attractive Permanent 
Quarters Are Now Big Problem. | |

The Citizens’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Committee, created bythe 
Mayor, has done everything it pos- 
sibly could to help meet the city’s 
great postwar need for living 
accommodations, in the opinion 
of its chairman, J. W. McAfee. 
However, McAfee told the 
Post-Dispatch he was. disap- 
pointed in what it had been able 


to accomplish. 

He said he had ample reason 

to feel there no longer was any 
danger of war veterans or others 
coming to St. Louis going with- 
out some sort of shelter—the big 
problem is one of providing at- 
tractive dwellings instead of 
makeshift shelter. Decent houses 
or apartments are the main need, 
mot temporary-type structures, he 
added, but efforts to get some 
temporary quarters are con- 
tinuing. 
- It was disclosed by McAfee that 
the committee contemplated ask- 
ing for barracks buildings in the 
separation center at Jefferson 
Barracks when they are declared 
“surplus” by the Army. He under- 
“stands that the separation center, 
for discharge of veterans, will be 
ghut down soon. About 1000 family 
dwelling units could be made out 
‘of these structures, on the present 
site, near the south end of the 
barracks reservation, he esti- 
mated. 

A chief function of the com- 
mittee henceforth, said McAfee, 
will be to keep on pressing for 
delivery to St. Louis of shelter 
dwellings of various types by the 
Federal Public Housing Authority. 
It may also find need to deal with 
the Army in getting facilities re- 
leased for civilian use. However, 
the city administration is looking 
fo the committee also for co- 
operation in construction by the 
city of permanent homes for sale 
to war veterans. 

Accomplishments Listed. 

McAfee, who’ is president of 

Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
listed the following accomplish- 
ments the committee, which 
was established last Nov. 21: 
_ Application to FPHA for allot- 
ment of 2400 family dwelling 
units. Some time ago 816 of 
these were allofted and May 8 
an additional 700 were allotted, 
leaving 884 still desired. So far 
only 220 units have been made 
actually available, but yesterday 
word was received that 610 more 
units at Jefferson Barracks were 
being assigned under the allot- 
ment. This would bring the 
mumber available to 830. Of the 
new assignment, 580 are positive 
and 30 subject to an additional 
inspection. 

Arrangements for using 128 
family units being made out of 
former troop quarters at Jeffer- 
gon Barracks and 92 family 
units in Quonset huts being set 
up for Negroes. These are part 
of the above allotments. 

Provision for veterans of 98 
houses at Wentzville, St. Charles 
county, formerly used by war 
workers. 

Consideration of the desira- 
bility and feasibility of the type 
of houses the city is building 
for veterans. 

_“T have been disappointed in 
what we were able to do,” said 
McAfee. “The citizens’ commit- 
tee is a good committee, made up 
of people who know their busi- 
ness. I really thought we could 
accomplish more than we have 
been able to.” 

Failure of Some Ideas. 

He listed also various things 
the committee had tried to do, 
without success, or which it con- 
sidered and dropped as not feasi- 
ble. These proposals were: 

Relaxation of zoning, to per- 
mit miultiple-family use of dwell- 
ings in residential districts 
zoned for not more than two 
families to a house. The zoning 
ordinance was amended to per- 
mit this, but only 22 applica- 
tions have been received to take 
advantage of this; 16 were ap- 
proved, six are pending. Mc- 
Afee said the action at least 
served to remove a point of 
criticism as to favoritism to- 
ward the better residential 


areas. 

Use of the old Town Club and 
Warwick Hotel buildings for 
housing. The Coast Guard, us- 
ing these in connection with 
discharge of its forces, would 
not surrender them. 

Use of the big naval armory 
at the foot of Ferry street, con- 
trolled by the Coast Guard. The 
committee felt this facility was 
of such character that it would 
be desirable only in the most 
dire emergency. 

Widespread use of Quonset 
huts. The kind that could be 
bought from manufacturers are 
mere shells and the committee 
would have had the hard job 
of finding partitions, plumbing, 
insulafion and other fittings. 
FPHA controls the Army’s sur- 
plus Quonsets, which are large- 
ly on the east and west coasts, 
more conveniently located for 
other communities:to obtain. 


Use of more than 100 dwelling 
units offered from the Wein- 
garten (Mo.) war prisoners 
camp. These proved to be of 
such a fragile type of temporary 
construction that they could not 
be moved. 


Trailers Not Available. 


Purchase of automobile trail- 
ers, which would be ready for 
immediate occupancy. Manufac- 
turers could not supply them. 

Erection of plywood — light 
sheet lumber—houses. They 
would have cost more than $4000 
each for relatively ‘unsatisfac- 


tory quarters; the committee 
concluded they were not -worth 
either the expense or the dispro- 
portionately high volume of 
man-hours for erection. 


Pre-cast concrete houses. The 
committee was of the opinion 
that it would have encountered 
undue trouble in providing the 
casting forms and. in obtaining 
the necessary millwork to fit 
into them. 


Wood slab, semi- fabricated 
houses, for which a large hard- 
ware company obtained an 

ceeency. McAfee said this did 
ot meet fire and other restric- 
tions of the city building code. 

Various proposals were re- 
ceived for cutting existing apart- 
ments into smaller dwelling 
units. The committee concluded 
these were largely intended as 
a device to obtain OPA consent 
to oust present tenants and set 
up new rent scales, and it did 
not feel justified in doing this. 


Housing Revolving Fund. 


The city has provided a $300,000 
revolving fund for housing. This 
is being used to pay the City’s 
share of the cost of setting up the 
temporary dwellings obtained from 
FPHA and for construction of the 
city’s permanent houses. As veter- 
ans buy the latter, the fund will 
be reimbursed. 

McAfee said the cost of the first 
22 houses, being built on Connecti- 
cut street, between Sublette avenue 
and Jasper park, proved to be 
high, in his opinion, for the de- 
sired result. 

The Connecticut street tract 
was the only one owned by the 
city, of sufficient size for a group 
of houses, on<«which good title 
could be conveyed at once. Ar- 
rangements are under way for 
making title available on a 7.7- 
acre tract—big enough for more 
than 50 houses—near Robert and 
Field avenues, in Carondelet, Sim- 
plified title searches have been 
ordered on 193 lots—mostly big 
enough for only one house—and 
16 of these have been completed 
so far. The city’s lawyers must 
have these before they can deter- 
mine what steps’are required to 
clear title. Suit has been filed to 
quiet title on 10 of the lots and 
proposals made to pay claimants 
the equivalent of the cost of suits 
to give quit-claim deeds on six 
lots, following receipt of the 
search reports. 


Work on Barracks Units. 


Work is under way now on the 
128 dwelling units at Jefferson 
Barracks; They’are in a group of 
about 40 frame buildings on a 
detached section of the reserva- 
tion known as the “ten hundred 
area,” along Telegraph road. 


The Wentzville dwellings are; 
demountable houses, formerly 
used by workers at the Weldon 
Spring TNT plant. They are about 
26 miles from downtown St. Louis. 


The first of a group of 46 Quon- 
set huts arrived here, from Lake- 
view, Wash., May 6.’ It will take 
about six weeks to set them up, 
dividing each of the semi-cylindri- 
cal structures into two apart- 
ments. Each apartment will have 
two bedrooms, a living room, a 
kitchen and a bathroom, all small. 


These homes will be assigned to 
Negro families. Sixty of the apart- 
ments will be in Yeatman Square, 
a city park at Leffingwell avenue 
and North Market street, and 32 
on a tract at Hickory street and 
Theresa avenue, Showerbaths, 
sinks and stoves are among the 
facilities to be installed. 


Canvass Was Conducted. 


An intensive canvass was con- 
ducted under direction of the citi- 
zens’ committee to seek out homes 
or shelter of any kind for war 
veterans and others coming to St. 
Louis. McAfee said no figures 
were available on the results ob- 
tained, since most persons making 
quarters available did not report 
to the committee but handled ar- 
rangements privately. However, 
the committee was able to get 
some checks through the person- 
nel departments of business hav- 
ing large numbers of employes, 
and what it learned through ¢hese 
convinced it that the worst pres- 
sure for roofs of any kind, which 
had been apparent at first, was 
ended, se 


“While we can’t prove it,” said 
McAfee, “we can't believe that we 
produced less than, say, 6000 units 
of shelter. “But the real civic 
emergency isn’t just getting people 
under roofs of any kind, It lies 
in putting these young people, 
such as war veterans and their 
brides, in crowded and unsatis- 
factory surroundings, where they 
cannot adjust themselves in family 
life. The real heat ought to be 
put on producing attractive living 
quarters instead of just shelter.” 


The Long-Range Problem. 


It is still the committee’s feel- 
ing that, as its name implies, it 
is of emergency character, Mc- 
Afee continued, but as citizens 
the memibers are interested in the 
broader, long-range problem of 
permanent housing. 

For that aspect, he said, it was 
felt that the proper agencies were 
the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, official body dealing with 
mass housing for the low-income 
group; the Anti-Slum Commission, 
a Mayor’s committee under chair- 
manship of Walter W. Head, in- 
surance executive, which is 
charged with provision of housing 
for the middle-income class; pri- 
vate enterprise, dealing with 10,- 
000 residential units authorized for 
1946 by the Civilian Production 
Administration for city and county 
war veterans, and the activities 
led by National Housing Expedi- 
tér Wilson W. Wyatt. McAfee 
called attention to the hope of 
construction of large-scale hous-

Nimitz Says Boy Scout Training 
+ Provided Better Fighting Men 


Admiral Predicts It Will Provide Better Cit- 
izens for Peace, Too— Speaks at 
National Council Luncheon. 


Boy Scout training produced 
better fighting men for the war 
emergency, and will prove equally 
effective in providing better citi- 
zens for peacetime pursuits, Fleet 
Adm, Chester W. Nimitz declared 
here today. He addressed the Na- 
tional Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America at the closing lunch- 
eon of its thirty-sixth annual meet- 
ing, held at Hotel Jefferson. 

The chief of naval operations 
said he had commanded in the Pa- 
cific theater more than 1,000,000 
men who had been Boy Scouts. 
This group constituted approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of the forces 
and won 60 per cent of the deco- 
rations awarded for valor, he re- 
ported. 

Hails Scout Training. 

“Given the choice of two men of 
equal strength and intelligence for 
a particular mission, I, as a naval 
officer, would lean toward the one 
who had been a Boy Scout,” he 
said, adding that the training in 
character, self-discipline and co- 
ordination that made a Scout a 
better-than-average soldier or sail- 
er is the preparation that produces 
better businessmen and better citi- 
zens. 

Adm. Nimitz pointed to his aide, 
Comdr. Eugene B. Fluckey, for- 
mer captain of the submarine 
Barb which made daring forays 
into Japanese-controlled harbors. 
“The place where he now wears 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
was where he used to wear the 
badge of a Life Scout, Troop 15, 
of Washington, D. C.,” he said. 

A twin-engined Lodestar with 
five stars painted on it brought 
Adm. Nimitz here from Chicago. 
As .the white-haired naval chief 
stepped from the plane at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, he was 
“piped ashore” by _ shrill boat- 
swain’s whistles, while the Naval 
Air Station Band, standing in the 
rain, played “Ruffles.” 

The delegation that met him at 
the airport included two 17-year- 
old Clayton Sea Scouts from Ship 
28, Milton Stanze, 8021 Orlando 
drive, and Morton Agatsten, 9 
Hillvale drive. 

Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, com- 
mander of the Sixth Army, who 
also spoke at the luncheon, said 
officers of the armed services 
were grateful during the war for 
the training some soldiers had re- 
ceived as Boy Scouts. The motto 
of Scoutdom, “Be Prepared,” he 
said, could well become the na- 
tional motto. 

“There has been a decline in 
home influence,” Gen. Stilwell 
said, “and the lack of it has been 
felt most where it is most needed 
—on the other side of the tracks, 
where the bulk of the under- 
privileged live. There will be a 
wave of juvenile delinquency un- 
less we get next to the youngsters 
before they graduate to major 
crime. The Boy Scout movement 
is fitted to aét as preventive medi- 
cine in a big way.” 

Award Given to Nimitz. 

Scoutdom’s highest honor, the 
Silver Buffalo, was awarded by 
the National Council today to 
Adm, * Nimitz, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and seven others. The 
awards to Eisenhower and Nimitz 
-were for their wartime exploits. 
Walter Disney, Hollywood cartoon 
producer and former boy scout, 
was honored for contributing “to 
the joy of youth in every land... 
and the elevation of their stand- 
ards of taste.” 

The other recipients were Vilh- 
jalmur Stefansson, Arctic explor- 
er, for his books “which have been 
an inspiration to boys”; John M. 
Bierer, Waban, Mass., chairman of 
the National Committee on Cub 
Scouting; United States District 
Judge William J. Campbell, Chi- 
cago, chairman of the National 
Lay Committee on Scouting for 
the Catholic Church; Raymond 
F, Low, Omaha, Neb., active in 
scouting and sea scouting work 
since 1292; Wheeler McMillen, 
Philadelphia, editor of the Farm 
Journal and chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee on Rural Scout- 
ing, and Frank L, Weil, New York, 
president of the National Jewish 
Welfare Board, 

Star Scout Norman Putnam, 14 
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years old, Syracuse, N. Y., re- 
ceived the Gold Honor Medal 
with Crossed Palms for rescuing 
a drowning girl. The ceremony 
honored 36 Scouts who won life- 
saving awards last year. 

Owen J. Roberts, former asso- 
ciate justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, summarized last 
night the achievements of Walter 
W. Head, president of the General 
American Life Insurance Co., and 
for 20 years president of the Boy 
Scouts, in the principal speech at 
a testimonial dinner in honor of 
Head, who is retiring as Scout 
president today. 

Tribute to Head. 

About 1100 persons at  Iast 
right’s dinner heard Roberts 
point out that “no American of 
this generation has held so many, 
so varied and so well-fulfilled 
tasks and offices as Walter W. 
Head.” 

Head had beén correcting a 
manuscript of his answering 
speech while his contributions to 
the boy scouts were praised by 
Roberts and Chester C. Davis, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis; Col. John 8S.

Taxable income of St. Louis 
county residents last year con- 
tinued a rise which began two 
years ago, reaching a record vol- 
ume of $97,866,480, more than 10 
per cent greater than the total 
in 1944. . 

This increase was not the result 
of a rise in the total number of 
taxpayers—in fact, this number 
decreased slightly—but resulted 
rather from substantial increases 
both in the number of persons 
and volume of income in the 
middle and higher brackets. 

Figures furnished by Assessor 
Phil G. Deuser, compiled from 
sta'g tax returns, show a substan- 
tial drop, both in number of tax- 
payers and amount of taxable in- 
come, in the bracket of incomes 
of $2000 and under. This group, 
while still comprising by far the 
bulk of taxpayers, dropped 4 per 
cent in*number, from 39,972 to 
$8,357, and 14.2 per cent in total 
income, from $28,791,688 to $24,- 
696,565. 


Move to Higher Bracket. 


That many of these taxpayers 
moved into the next higher bracket 
is indicated by the 12.9 per cent 
increase in number of returns in 
the $2000-$5000 group and the 28.6 

er cent increase in income in that 
| eg from $17,982,095 to $23,120,- 
464. 

The last named group showed a 
13.9 per cent increase in average 
individual income, from $3051 to 
$3476, compared with a 10.8 per 
cent average increase for all 
classes and a 10.6 per cent de- 
crease for the under $2000 group. 
The onfy other decreases in aver- 
age individual income were in the 
$10,000-$25,000 brackets and in the 
top bracket. of persons with tax- 
able income of more than $100,000. 


The top bracket, while increas- 
ing in number of taxpayers from 
11 to 13, showed a sharp decrease 
in taxable income, from $2,437,745 
to $1,783,075. Average income in 
this group dropped 38.1 per cent, 
from $221,613 to $137,160, the range 
of individual incomes being from 
$104,181 to $249,817. In 1944 the 
number of persons in the over- 
$100,000 bracket was only six, with 
aggregate income of $866,528.

The city has been assigned an 
additional 610 temporary housing 
units for veterans and their fam- 
ilies at Jefferson Barracks, where 
the first of 128 units, previously 
assigned, will be ready for occu- 
pancy about June 15, City Coun- 
selor George Stemmler announced 
yesterday, 


He told the Citizens’ Emergency 
Housing Committee, meeting in 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s of- 
fice, he had been informed of the 
additional assignmer by As- 
sociate City Counselor James V. 
Frank, who was in Chicago yes- 
terday conferring with Federal 
Public Housing Authority  of- 
ficials. 

Stemmler pointed out that the 
number of temporary housing 
units allotted the city was 1516. 
Of these, 220 units have been re- 
ceived and work of preparing 
them for occupancy is under way. 
He said Frank had been advised: 
by the FPHA that, if contracts 
can be worked out in time, the 
work of remodeling the additional 
units at Jefferson Barracks could 
be undertaken as a continuation 
of the project now under way 
there. 

The Emergency Housing Com- 
mittee went on record, on the 
recommendation of Chairman J. 
Wesley McAfee, as favoring reser- 
vation of enough of the city’s 
$300,000 revolving fund, set up for 
emergency housing, to pay the 
city’s share of costs of remodel- 
ing the Jefferson Barracks units. 

“We must remember that we 
are an emergency housing com- 
mittee,” McAfee said. “We will 
do a disservice to the community 
f we go too far with temporary 
housing. I would be opposed to 
using up scarce materials and la- 
bor on temporary dwellings, 
‘when it could be put into more 
permanent structures.” 

Stemmiler said FPHA officials 
had told Frank that use of auto- 
mobile trailers for temporary 
housing units had not worked out 
satisfactorily and had advised 
against use of them by the city.

On his arrival at the White 
House 15 minutes early for the 
conference with Truman, Whitney 
said he would not ask his men to 
stay on the job if the Government 
took over the roads. 

“We'll keep our mouth shut if 
the roads are taken over by the 
Government,” he said. 

“We'll abide by the Smith- 
Connally (labor disputes) Act, and 
all you've got to do is keep your 
mouth closed. The Smith-Connally 
Act is not in effect now.” 

Whitney contended that those 
who issued the strike call would 
not be liable under the Smith-Con- 
nally Act if the government takes 
over the roads, because the strike 
call was issued a month ago. 

The act provides crimina] pen- 
alties for those conspiring to strike 
or encouraging a strike in a gov- 
ernment-operated plant or indus- 
try. It does not bar an individual 
from refusing to work. 

Wage negotiations stalled yes- 
terday when representatives of the 
managements rejected a modified 
proposal by the trainmen and en- 
gineer brotherhoods for a wage 
increase of 18 per cent or a mini- 
mum of $1.44 cents a day. They 
originally asked for 25 per cent, 
or a floor of $2.50 a day. 

The carriers would not go be- 
yond the 16 cents an hour or $1.28 
a day recommended by the Presi- 
dent's emergency board. The em- 
ployers contend even this would 
cost $584,000,000 on the basis, of 
estimated employment for 1946. 

A table based on Interstate 
Commerce Commission reports 
eompiled by the railroad carrier 
conference committees for the 
presidential fact-finding board 
shows that, on the average daily 
basic wage, a difference of only 
16 cents a day separated the un- 
jons’ revised demand and the car- 
riers’ offer. 

Whitney and Johnston were the 
first of brotherhood and railroad 
representatives the President sum- 
moned to the White House this 
afternoon. He also called in C.J. 
Goff, representing the firemen; 
T. C. Cashen of the switchmen, 
and W. W. Fraser of the conduc- 
tors. These three operating unions 
were awarded a 16-cents-an-hour 
increase by an arbitration board 
in March, but they are now de- 
manding an additional $1.20 a day. 
Only the locomotive engineers and 
trainmen had called a strike for 
tomorrow, however. 

Fraser said the conductors, fire- 
men and switchmen would be 
available for work at their own 
jobs under Government operation 
of the roads. He added, however, 
that these workers would not do 
anyone else’s work in running the 
trains. 

Union officers said the strike 
order exempts hospital, troop, and 
milk trains. 

Seizure of the railroads would 
not establish a precedent. They 
were taken over in the first world 
war and were operated by the 
government for about three years, 
and for 22 days in the second 
world war beginning Dec. 27, 1943. 

Truman, in intervening last 
Tuesday to get the two sides to 
resume negotiations which had 
bogged down, asked for a report 
today.

Combined Food Board Asks About | 


Russia’s Relief Plans. 

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The British - American - Canadian 
Combined Food Board, which has 
been attempting to round up and 
distribute food for hungry areas, 
has sought information on Rus- 
sia'g relief plans, Department of 
Agriculture officials said today, 

Officials said the board felt the 
relief job in Europe could be 
done better if it knew in advance 
of Russian plans and could dove- 
tail its operations with those of 
the Soviet Union. The board is 
known to feel that much trans- 
portation and time could be 
saved if Russia made its relief 
supplies available to eastern Eu- 
rope rather than to France. 

As it is, North American grain 
is being shipped to Poland and 
other eastern European. areas, 
while Russian wheat moves west 
to France.

Text of Operators’ Letter 
Rejecting Coal Arbitration 


OLLOWING is the text of the 


F dispute with the United Mine 


Dear Mr. President: 

The operators have carefully 
considered the request made this 
morning by the President that 
the questions in dispute which 
have prevented the making of an 
agreement in the coal industry be 
submitted to an arbitrator whose 
decision shall be final and bind- 
ing upon both parties. An arbitra- 
tor, so appointed, would be re- 
quired to enter judgment upon 
two wholly distinct classes of sub- 
jects. 
’ First: Wages and hours of 
work, 

This i rtant subject has not 
been resdived by collective bar- 
gaining for the simple reason 
that the union has declined to 
present any demand for increased 
wages or reduced hours of work. 
The operators have offered to in- 
crease wages and adjust hours in 
full conformity with the Govern- 
ment wage-price policy as hereto- 
fore defined and the standard es- 
tablished in other national indus- 
tries. If it be necessary in order 
to apply this government wage 
policy to the coal industry to sub- 
mit the. decision to an impartial 
arbitrator, the operators herewith 
agree to such submission and to 
be bound the decision. 

Second: unctions of manage- 
ment, 

The union has injected into this 
wage conference a number of de- 
mands that go far beyond any 
question of wages, hours and 
working conditions, and which 
have never before been a part of 
collective bargaining. These de- 
mands, in order of importance as 
named by Mr. Lewis, are: 

1. Establishment of a health 
and welfare fund. 

2. The acceptance of United 
States Bureau of Mines recom- 
mendations as mandatory in all 
questions of safety practice. 

3. The unionization of all 
technical, clerical and supervis- 
ory forces with the exception of 
six men per shift. 

4. A number of mincr demands 
going to the betterment of local 
living conditions,. maintenance 
of property and settlement of 
community affairs, not generally 
applicable to the industry as a 
whole. 

Mr. Lewis has already seri- 
ously damaged our domestic 
economy and threatens further 
interruptions in his effort to 
bludgeon the operators into the 
acceptance of these demands. 
For the country’s plight the op- 
erators deny responsibility. 
There have been no real nego- 
tiations since the canference 
was assembled. This situation 
has been repeatedly called to 
the attention of the country. 

Clothed in the guise of hu- 
manitarian motives, the health 
and welfare fund is still bas- 
ically an attempt to force indi- 
vidual benefits for the miners

Therefore we flatly rejected 
this request amounting to $70,-

The acceptance by the industry 
of Mr, Lewis’s demands that the 
recommendations of the United 
States Bureau of Mines be man- 
datory is impossible by the opera- 
tors, The bureau does not possess 
this power by law, full and com- 
plete consideration havihg been 
given this phase by Congress at 
the time of the enactment of the 
law. Congress declined to grant 
what Mr. Lewis would now im- 
pose by contract. The laws of the 
various states cannot be circum- 
vented by contract commitments 
on our part. These state statutory 
provisions should remain superfbor 
to the judgment of unauthorized 
/persons who are legally irrespons- 
ible and may change, create and 
suspend these regulations at will 
without consultation with or re- 
sponsibility to legislative author- 
ity or judicial determination. 


Mr. Lewis also demands that 
the entire management of the 
coal mines of America be turned 
over to him by a device that 
provides that a local union 
safety committee be empowered 
to close any working place, any 
section of a mine or any mine 
at any time when in their opin- 
ion “immediate danger” exists; 
this without consultation with 
management or discussion of 
the same. Immediate danger is 
present in a hazardous industry 
at all times and the power of a 
safety committee so delegated 
with authority could at will con- 
trol the entire operation of the 
mine by a finding that immedi- 
ate danger existed in their opin- 
ion at any time they determined 
to force their will on manage- 
ment on any subject, This is 
one of the most insidious de- 
mands in this conference and 
its implications are devastating 
to proper management responsi- 
bility. 

The qnestion of unionization of 
supervisory forces involves the le- 
gality of rulings by the National 
Labor Relations Board. The oper- 
ators are unwilling to delegate to 
an arbitrator ‘heir right to have 
the law on this matter interpreted 
and laid down by the courts of the 
land by orderly legal procedure. 

If these demands continue to be 
pressed, the industry, and it alone, 
must make the decision in each 
case as to how far it can go in the 
surrender of its hitherto unchal- 
lenged functions. The industry 
cannot delegate that authority to 
anyone else. The operators must, 
therefore, with all respect, decline 
the suggestion for the appoint- 
ment of a general arbitrator. -

Raeder Offers Substitute 
for Document Quoting Fuehrer as Order- 
ing Poles Exterminated.

NUERNBERG, May 17 (By 
Radio)—The most barefaced at- 
tempt yet made to use the war 
crimes trial for whitewashing the 
memory of Adolf Hitler occupied 
the bench of magistrates in closed 
session for two hours this morn- 
ing. 
The Fuehrer is not on trial, ut 
Dr. Walther Siemers, attorney for 


ean staff exclaimed: “I am not 
surprised by Dr. Siemer’s senti- 
tivity over the good name of the 
Fuehrer. There is ample evidence 
before this court that Hitler not 
only said what he is accused of 
saying at Obersalzberg but that 
he proceeded actually to do it— 
and even worse.” 

Dodd then gave a circumstan- 
tial account of the manner in 
wich 1014-PS came into the 
hands of the United States chief 
of counsel, 


Grand Adm. Erich Raeder, took 


Siemers replied that he had no 


intention of impugning the good 
faith of the prosecution and that 
he meant chiefly to emphasize 
that previous accounts of the Hit- 
ler speech bore no _ signatures. 
He said Raeder was present and 
would confirm Boehm’s version 
under oath. 


Accepted as Evidence. 

The court presider®, Lord Jus- 
tice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence, then 
ruled that the Boehm exhibit 
would be accepted as evidence 
but authorized the prosecution to 
summon Boehm for cross exami- 
nation. He reminded Siemers 
that the relative weight of the 
various reports of the Hitler 
speech was a matter for the court 
to decide and not for attorneys to 
argue. 

Dr. Siemers, who is 44 years old, 
isa native of Hamburg and at- 
t.n'+d the Universities of Tue- 
bingen, Marburg and Hamburg. 
He was not a member of the Na- 
tional Socialist party but served 
as a soldier in the German Army 
during 1941 and 1942. Accord- 
ing to American attorneys he

According to German documents

The Fuehrer was alleged to have 
continued: 

“Ghengis Khan had millions of 
men and women killed by his own 
will and with a gay heart. His- 
tory sees in him only a great state 
builder. Who still talks nowadays 
about the extermination of the 
Armenians? 

Criticism Forbidden, 


“T have given the order and will 
have everyone shot who. utters 
even one word of criticism. My 
pact with Russia was meant only 
to stall for time. And besides, 
gentlemen, in Russia will happen 
just what I have practiced with 
Poland, After Stalin’s death—he 
is seriously ill—we shall crush the 
Soviet Union. 

“Glory and honor are beckon- 
ing. Be hard. Be without mercy. 
Act more quickly and brutally 
than the others. The people of 
western Europe must be made to 
quiver with horror!” 


The Fuehrer declared there was 
no danger of:a two-front war be- 
cause “I have seen those miser- 
able worms, Daladier and Cham- 
berlain, at Munich and they will 
be too cowardly to attack.” He 
concluded: 

“The invasion and extermina- 
tion of Poland will begin Satur- 
day morning. I shall have a few 
companies in Polish uniform at- 
tack in Upper Silesia or the pro- 
tectorate. Whether the world be- 
lieves it doesn’t mean a damn to 
me. The world believes only in 
success.

Hitler was quoted in the ex- 
hibit as saying that he would give 
“&@ propagandist cause for starting 
the war with Poland, never mind 
whether it is plausible or not.” 
He explained that “the victor will 
not be asked later on whether he 
told the truth. In starting and 
making a war it is not right that 
matters but victory.” He urged 
his commanders to have no pity 
and to adopt “a brutal attigude.” 

Though Hitler is not a defend- 
ant and though the Obersalzberg 
harangue was not at issue, Sie- 
mers took occasion to rake up 
these documents which had lain 
for six months in the court arch- 
ives. He denounced them as “un- 
justly harsh,” questioned their 
origin and insinuated that they 
might have been forged.

Private Says He Fired at 


Civilians, Sergeants in 
Jeep Got in Way of 
Last Shot. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, May 17 
(AP)—An American Army private 
signed a confession today that he 
fired three ghots—“at a civilian 
going up the roag”—which result- 
ed in the deaths of two American 
sergeants in Nuernberg last Fri- 
day night, Army authorities an- 
nounced today. 

The soldier was identified as 
Pfc. James C. Devone, 28 years 
old, a Negro, of North Carolina. 
Officials said he declared the jeep 
in which the sergeants were rid- 
ing “got in the way” of the last 
bullet he fired. 

The statement did not identify 
the civilian or explain why De- 
vone fired at him. 

Authorities said the soldier con- 
fessed after ballistics tests showed 
the fata] shots were fired from an 
Army carbine which had been 
traced to him. 

The victims were T-4 Paul R. 

Swelton of McKinney, Tex., and 
$-Sgt. William R, Timmons of 
West Haven, Cohn., both 21 years 
old and assigned to the fiscal de- 
partment of Stars and Stripes. 
They were shot from ambush 
while riding in a jeep with 
another soldier and three young 
women, on the way home from 
a night ejub. 
Authorities said both men were 
killed by the samé bullet, which 
went through the. body of one and 
pedeerare’ six inches into the 
body of the other. 

. shots were fired the 
agents said, and the empty shells 
were found behind a clump of 
bushes near the scene, in a bomb- 
shattered residential section of 
Nuernberg. | 

Although it was first believed 
that German resistance elements 
might have committed the crime, 
the bullet recovered by an autop- 
sy was identified as having been 
fired from a United States Army 
carbine. 

Several hundred carbines wére 
seized from troops and test fired. 
Fighty-six were examined before 
the right one turned up. 

The soldier was questioned for 
three days by former agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, who are now in the Army, 
before the alleged confession was 
obtained, authorities sajd. 


ST. LOUIS PACKERS SEEK END

WASHINGTON; May 17 (AP)— 
A group of St. Louis meat pack- 
ers, here to protest against Gov- 
ernment regulations on meat and 
livestock, said today that all sub- 
sidies and price controls.should be 
removed on the commodities. 
They conferred yesterday with 
Missouri congressmen, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Office of 
Price Administration officials. 

Subsidies and price controls 
help black market operators and 
put legitimate meat packers out 
of business, they contended.

Assertions were made that un- 
der the allotment of $2,275,000 for 
direct relief for the present year 
persons were going hungry. In 
addition, it was pointed out that 
adequate clothing and healthful 
living quarters could not be ob- 
tained trem ‘the direct relief pay- 
ments Which now supply only 55 
per cent of the need of the state's 
employables, 

The representatives of the 
churches and other groups pleaded 
with the committee to grant the 
request Of the State Social Secur- 
ity Commission for $8,475,000 for 


direct relief for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

“Moral Obligation” Cited. 
The Rev. Francis J. Corley of 
St. Louis, representing the Insti- 
tute of Social Order, said the 
Legislature was under a “moral 
and religious obligation” to care 
for the needy. 

Proctor Carter, State Social Se- 
curity Administrator, explained to 
the committee that persons elig- 
ible to receive relief payments are 
those who are unable to obtain 
employment because of physical 
or mental disabilities, 

The request of the commission 
includes §$1,500,000 for persons 
classed as émployable but who are 
unable to secure employment, 
Carter said that there are now 
approximately 21,000 individuals 
on relief in Missouri and that they 
are receiving an average of $8.40 
a person in relief payments each 
month. He termed the payments 
“woefully insufficient.” 

Payments Would Rise. 

If the request of the commission 
were granted, Carter said, the pay- 
ments likely would increase to 
$12.80 a person, or an average of 
$37.52 per family by the end of 
the next fiscal year even though 
the number of persons on relief 
is expected to increase to approxi- 
mately 61,000 next year. 
Although the problem of paying 
direct relief has been termed by 
opponents of adequate state allot- 
ments to be a “big city problem,” 
Carter pointed out that only 6 
per cent of the persons on relief 
rolls lived in the state’s six major 
urban areas, 


U.S, BACKS M’ARTHUR AID

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SCHOOL BOARD 
ORDERS PAY RISE 
PLANS FOR 4647 


Action Rules Out In- 


creases, $500 ‘Bonus’ 
Plan for Current Per- 
* iod Ending June 30. 


Salary increases for teachers 
and other public school employes 
to offset higher living costs, to 
become effective during the 1946- 
47 fiscal year, were virtually as- 
sured today. The Board of Edu- 
eation, in special meeting last 
night, directed executive officers 
to prepare recommendations for 


the increases. 

The officers were instructed to 
draw up recommendations covering 
the amount of the increases and 
basis for granting them, in time 
for the board to act at another 
special meeting in June. Dr. Her- 
bert O. Winterer, board president, 
said he would call the meeting 
prior to the June 10 preliminary 
budget hearing by the Finance 
Committee so that provision for 
higher salaries could be made in 
the allotments, 

The board’s action rules out any 
possibility of pay raises for the 
current fiscal year, which ends 
June 30. Dr. Winterer said after 
the ‘meeting the demands of the 
St. Louis Teachers’ Co-operative 
Council for a $500 “bonus” was 
regarded as “closed matter” in 
view of an opinion that the board 
had no power to grant retroactive 
increases, 

Rise This Period Urged Again. 

In a statement to the board last 
night, Robert E. Strickler, council 
president, again requested a sal- 
ary adjustment for the present 
school year. He said funds to pay 
the additional compensation are 
available from .the board’s $4,500,- 
000 surplus, and cited the $100 in- 
crease granted in March 1945, as 
a precedent for the payment of 
the requested increase. 

John I. Rollings, secretary of 
the AFL Central Trades and Labor 
Council, urged the board to grant 
a flat $25 a month increase to all 
school employes, instead of fixing 
the raises on a percentage or wage 
bracket basis. He said that if ad- 
ditional funds were necessary to 
provide the increases, AFL unions 
in the city would support any 
move by the board to obtain new 
revenues. -

President Truman’s proposal for 
arbitration of the coal dispute, 
“Here mediation and voluntary 


arbitration are not sufficient to 
prevent economic paralysis,” 
Wiley said. He sought to amend 
the Senate version of the House- 
aproved Case strike control bill, 
CIO Offers Bill, 
The CIO called on Congress to- 
day to defeat the Case bill, say- 
ing it is “hasty, hysterical, will- 
’o-the-wisp legislation.” The _ re- 
quest was made by Nathan 
Cowan, CIO legislative director, in 
a letter to all Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. 
| Democratic Leader Barkley of 
| Kentucky, trying to speed action 
on the legislation, served notice he 
would object to any Senator here- 
after if “he farms his time out.” 
Senate opponents of additional la- 
| bor legislation at this time have 
‘been blocking votes by getting the 
floor and then allowing other Sen- 
ators to speak. 

Barkley said he “deplored” this 
‘method as “vicious” and a “viola- 
ition of the Senate rules.” He 
spoke after Senator Taylor 
(Dem.), Idaho, yielded the floor 
'to Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, to in- 
troduce the arbitration amend- 
ment. 

The Senate apparently is in a 
mood to prohibit employer con- 
tributions to benefit funds which 
unions may spend as they see fit. 
| Even opponents concede the pro- 
| posal has majority support, but 
debate kept denying the Senate a 
chance to vote. The legislation I!s 
aimed at the type of fund which 
Lewis has asked the operators to 
provide for NMW health and wel- 
fare activities.

An Inter-Racial Problem 
Fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Much has been written lately about 
the growing tolerance tow the col- 
ored people. This is 


' few white people would deny a Negro 


@ place in the sun. 
At the present time, the problem of 


housing for Negroes is as urgent as it is - 


for the whites. Since 1910, the Negro 
population of St. Louis has risen from 
40,000 to 120,000. This poses a big prob- 
lem, and Negro leaders have attacked 
it vigorously. They feel it necessary to 
. expand into white neighborhoods, 

Many of the blocks into which they 
eome are restricted to white occupants, 
and representatives of the Negro organ- 
izations provide legal counsel to fight 
the suits which are brought against the 
Negro who buys property in these 
blocks. Usually they come into old 
meighborhoods where the white people 
are middle-aged or old, living in small 
homes which they have with difficulty 
paid off in a long period of time. Their 
children are grown, married and living 
elsewhere. The old people have very 
little, and the ownership of their homes 
ig their one possession in many cases. 

. * 


A Negro moves into the block, and 
immediately the values of houses in it 
decrease from $1000 to $3000 overnight. 
No matter how much we all want equal- 
ity for Negroes, we cannot get away 
from the fact that property decreases 
when they occupy one or more homes 
on the block. 

Wouldn't the Negro leaders be doing 
more for their fellows to erect housing 
in the colored neighborhoods, tearing 
down inefficient shacks and putting up 
multiple-unit dwelling projects? It is 
very expensive to fight these constant 
restriction cases, to finance families pur- 
chasing homes which will shelter one 
family or at most two. It does not tend

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when they are fighting in the courts, 
when white families in many blocks 
wake up in the morning to find that 
their homes are worth several thousand 
dollars less than the night before.

Has it occurred to the rank and file 
of the Negroes that perhaps the money 
they contribute to their organizations 
is not spent to their best advantage in 
providing housing? It is spent on an in- 
tangible quality of “social equality,” 
which does not’ provide a decent stand- 
ard of living in healthful surroundings. 
It does not cut down the incidence of 
tuberculosis in some of the worst tene- 
ments to have one Negro family living 
gomewhere else on a white block. 

One of the largest single reasons for 
migration to the county of North St. 
Louis families is the decrease in prop- 
erty values for homes and investment 

urposes due to the unwise spread of 

egro families. Shutting our eyes to 
the whole situation will not solve the 
dilemma. There are solutions Which can 
be worked out with no resentment on 
either side, such as adequate housing in 
Negro neighborhoods. This would re- 
quire the wholehearted co-operation of 
both races.

It was a 
novel experience for the Russians, who had 
hitherto bluffed and bludgeoned their way to 
one aggressive triumph after another. So the 
conference settled a few minor points but dead- 
locked on the larger ones. Senator Vanden- 
berg described the issue: ‘The outlook is pretty 
grim—unless you want to go to Munich every 
day. And I am not willing to go to Munich.” 
Neither are the American people. 

Is it true, then, that the late Russian-Western 
concord must go the way of summer flirtations? 
Is the One World of calm and confidence gone, 
and must two fearful, scheming, contriving demi- 


‘worlds take its place? Can East and West meet 


in common war but not in common peace? 
Surely the peoples of East and West do not 

want it so. For, in at least these particulars, 

there is no dispute among the plain peoples: 


First, the sense that we are all on this planet’

That is their game, of course, because ambi- 
tious men in places of power still seek to take 
fancied advantage of one another—even though 
the marvelous little atom has the advantage 
of them all. In Russia, just as in America, a 
native clique hungers for empire. Seeing the 
weakness of the West, Russian imperialists take 
every advantage. France is prostrate, Britain 
almost so. The United States is torn by internal 
struggles. A moral weakness keeps us from 
even maintaining the military power we need 
until a peace is-charted, It has happened be- 
fore, and foreigners have forgotten before that 
our weakness becomes strength in time of crisis. 


Must the issue come to crisis? It moves that 
way today. Thus are the world’s people be- 
trayed, and so many of them as are allowed ‘to 
read the truth are sick at heart. It is all so 
unnecessary. There would be no danger of re- 
newed war if the simple people who do the 
fighting could talk out their problems together. 
Alas, that cannot be. Our fate still rests in 
leadership, and leadership has so far fallen 
short of the need. 


A Time for Greatness 


That is not to say that Mr. Byrnes and Sen- 
ators Vandenberg and Connally have not faith- 
fully represented the American will in Paris. 
On the contrary. But, as the outcome shows, 
they lacked some language or authority to make 
it clear that we mean what we say about a se- 
cure peace, 

The terrible question today is whether any 
man alive possesses that language and authority. 
Subordinate diplomacy having failed, there must 


_be sovereign agreement at the very top. The 


job calls for such a President as Lincoln, a man 
big enough to sit down with the master of Rus- 
sia and convince him. Instead, we must rely 
on a man named Truman. 

Mr. Truman, many Americans fear, is not big 
enough. We shall never know if he does not 
try. He must at least be big enough to try. 
And he might succeed. It would not be the 
first time a great occasion lifted a man of fairly 
average stature to the height of greatness.

Lesser of Two Evils 


The best thing that can be said for the stop- 
gap draft measure passed by Congress has been 
said by President Truman, who called it “the 
lesser of two evils.” The other evil was com- 
plete stoppage of. Selective Service. The hasty 
compromise measure is a trifle better than that, 
since it does provide for continuance of the 
draft for 45 days, but the politicians had their 
way in the provisions forbidding induction of 
either teen-age youths or fathers. Mr. Truman 
has done the best that can be done under its 
terms by his order setting the induction age 
limit at 29 instead of the present 26. 

Even so, the measure cannot provide men 
enough to meet our overseas obligations with- 
out keeping ey i in service who are entitled 
to discharge. Do the draft opponents want these 
veterans kept on duty abroad, regardless of the 
points they have accumulated, or do they want 
this country to default in its responsibility for 
laying a basis for lasting peace? These are 
questions the anti-draft wing will have to con- 
sider and decide before the puny compromise 
expires on July 1. . 
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Provincialism in Aviation. 

Through a queer lapse of civic imagination, 
the Mississippi River every now and then is 
made to look 50 miles wide. That is the dan- 
gerous possibility concerning aviation planning 
in St. Louis, and East Side resentment of this 
provincialism is well expressed in today’s Mir- 
ror of Public Opinion. 

When Robert A. Barracks of the East St. Louis 
Journal accuses this city of harboring isolation- 
ist ideas, when he charges us with ignoring air- 
port possibilities across the river, then the Jour- 
nal’s managing editor hits where it ought to 
hurt. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Barracks’s own statement 
shows that resentment can fester into the same 
kind of narrow thinking that stretches the river 
into an impassible barrier against metropolitan 
planning. 
their own airport, “and then let the competitive 
factor in air travel decide which field is most 
suitable.” 

If it were a case of East Side versus West 
Side and never the twain meeting, East St. Louis 
might well tell us to go hang. But that is not 
the case with aviation. The cross-river commu- 
nities are no more likely to compete fiercely 
for air flights than they do for drinking water. 
The reason for this was stated recently by How- 
ard §. Cullman, chairman of the New York Port 
Authority, who scoffed at talk of competition 
between airfields in the New York area. 

“The problem,” he said, “is not one of whether 
planes land on one side or another of an imag- 
inary state line. The problem is one of where 
we are going to get enough runways to satisfy 
the tremendous number of transport planes that 


+ wijl be available.” 


That is also the problem for Metropolitan St. 
Louis. We,.have not yet begun to think in 
terms of the future. If this area is to meet the 
next decade, we will need an East Side airport, 
as Mr. Barracks says, and more than one. We 
should be heeding the advice of the Illinois 
Aeronautics Authority to bring our planning

commissions together on future plans. We 
should listen to the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
which suggests agencies to ‘‘administer regional 


aviation needs.” 


The logical recognition of such advice would 
be a metropolitan agency such as the New York 
Port Authority, which directs transport across 
not one but several rivers. For the fact is that 


the lightning of flight reduces the Mississippi - 


River to a trickle, and no part of this region 
will be an air capital unless all of it is. 
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A Shot in the Dark at Tokyo 


The Japanese are celebrated for their talents 
at fine-spun arguments, not to say quibbles. 
This trait was displayed at the opening of the 
Tokyo war criminal trials when the chief de- 
fense counsel alleged that Japan didn’t sur- 
render unconditionally, so the Allies have no 
authority to bring charges against its leaders. 

In one way, the hair-splitter is right. The 
Allies did accept some conditions in those fren- 
zied days of last August when Jap surrender was 
dangling in mid-air, but the conditions applied 
only to keeping Hirohito on his throne. Since 
the Mikado isn’t on trial, and since there seems 
no disposition to indict him, it would appear 
that the learned lawyér’s plea is just another 
of those shots in the dark which the war crim- 
inals, whether at Tokyo or Nuernberg, are wont 
to attempt.

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The Purge of Nazi Literature 

The destruction of Fascist and militarist lit- 
erature in Germany is uncomfortably akin to 
the Nazis’ burning of books, so the American 
members of the Allied Control Council were 
reluctant in agreeing to the purge. It was a 
trying dilemma, for obviously we do not wish 
to imitate the Nazis’ repressive tactics, yet it 
is agreed we must root out the pernicious doc- 
trines which have twice caused the Germans 
to plunge the world into war. 

Those doctrines cannot be, rooted out merely 
by destroying books. That step, if taken alone, 
would defeat our purpose, since it is a truism 
of human nature that forbidden fruits are the 
most alluring. Onlyvif the literary purge is 
part of a program of thorough re-education of 
the Germans can it be extenuated, and there 
is unfortunately little evidence that such a pro- 
gram is proceeding. So it is likely that a good 
many books will be hidden from confiscation, 
to be highly prized by their owners. 

It would have been much better if the literary 
purge, instead of being imposed by the Allies, 
had been conducted voluntarily by Germans 
who had come to realize the falsity of the Nazi 
writings. When and if Germans become sin- 
cere supporters of democratic principles and 
themselves bar “Mein Kampf” from their shelves, 
our task will be achieved. But it can't be 
achieved now merely by an Allied taboo on pre- 
Nazi literature, 
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This year’s buy-coal-early campaign has been 
postponed, for good and sufficient reasons.

West Side advocates of that area’s plan 
to boost St. Louis as the aviation hub of 
the nation will probably be pretty bitter 
toward East St. Louis because this com- 
munity has declined to accept the invita- 
tion to become one of the incorporators of 
— oom Council of Metropolitan St. 

uis 


The Aviation Council is being formed 
with the avowed purpose of setting up a 
year-round program of publicity and edu- 
cation to point out the West Side city’s 
advantages as an air center. Representa- 
tives from East St. Louis attending the or- 
ganization meetings learned that it is pro- 
posed that various communities in the area 
underwrite the plan to raise some $50,000 
for this purpose. 


They also learned that in the thinking 
of St. Louisans, there is no recognition of 
the “East Side,” but that the entire pro- 
gram is to boost Lambert Field and the 
Columbia Bottoms airport on the Missouri 
side. 


We on this side of the river will prob- 
ably be called short-sighted, unco-operative 
and non-progressive because of our atti- 
tude, but for the life of me I cannot see 
why East St. Louis should obligate herself 
financially or otherwise to carry out an 
aviation program that does not even take 
us into consideration. 


“Tsolationism” on West Side 


If we had no potential airport sites on 
this side of the river, we should join freely 
with our neighbors to the west in boosting 
aviation, for we, too, could benefit in any 
aviation development in that case. How- 
ever, we do have potential airport possi- 
bilities—possibilities that are _ infinitely 
more advantageous to the St. Louis metro- 
politan area as a whole than either Lam- 
bert Field or Columbia Bottoms. 


For almost 15 years we have been trying 
to convince St. Louis of that fact, and with- 
out success. Some civic and aeronautic 
leaders on the West Side have publicly 
stated that the best possible airport sites 
are on the Illinois side, but an isolationist 
bloc has been adamant in ignoring possi- 
bilities here and hag continued to plug for 
the West Side sites. 


C. Merrill Meigs, speaker at the Aviation 
Council’s dinner in St. Louis, told his listen- 
ers that St. Louis’s main airport should be 
as near the downtown center of business 
as possible. Meigs is considered one of the 
foremost air authorities in the country. 
That is why the Aviation Council had him 
as a speaker. 


Lambert Field is about as remote from 
the downtown section as it possibly could 
be—with the exception of Columbia Bot- 
toms. Airline timecards list the traveling 
time from the field to the business section 
as one hour, in spite of the more optimistic 
estimates by pro-Lambert enthusiasts. The 
Columbia Bottoms site lies above Chain of 
Rocks Bridge in a flood plain just below 
where the Missouri River enters the Mis- 
sissippi. When and if that field is built, 
it will take quite some driving to make it 
downtown in under an hour. 


City, Should Look Eastward 


And so, if St. Louis follows the advice 
of Mr. Meigs—and others who feel as he 
does—it should turn its eyes eastward 
across the river for the solution of its air 
problems and should at least give Illinois- 
ans the courtesy of passing mention in its 
program of air aggrandizement. 


Sand Prairie or Horseshoe Lake field is 
listed in the St. Louis regional plan as the 
proper location for an East Side major 
airport, and the Illinois Aeronautics Au- 
thority has concurred in that idea. How- 
ever, it does not appear that this location 
has appreciably enough advantage over 
Lambert Field in point of distance and 
travel time to downtown 8t. Louis to make 
its use by major airlines imperative. 


Both the St. Louis air plan and the Iill- 
nois survey relegate Parks Airport to the 
role of a secondary field. Maybe the en- 
gineers are right about that, but some- 
where on the Illinois side of the river is 
an airport site that is within 12 to 15 min- 
utes of the St. Louls Postoffice. It is the 
obligation of Illinois groups to locate, ac- 
quire.and develop that site, and then let 
the competitive factor in air travel decide 
which field is most suitable for the con- 
venience of passengers, mail and freight. 


Unwise Policy of the Press Associations 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


In the interest of world understanding, 
peace and security, our Government is 
deeply concerned that the peoples of Eu- 
rope, specifically those behind the Soviets’ 
iron curtain, be informed as far as possible 
and as accurately as possible about what 
is really going on in the world. 

Since the Soviet Government denies its 
own people, and those of most of the 
countries it dominates, free access to world 
news, our Government has felt that the 
short-wave radio is about the only way of 
making world news available to Russia and 
Eastern Europe. Our State Department 
is making news broadcasts in Russian and 
other languages. So is the British Gov- 
ernment. 

For these broadcasts, the State Depart- 
ment needs the best news reports of the 
world. It turns naturally to the Associated 
Press and the United Press. But these 
organizations refuse to give or sel] their 
services to the department. The ‘news 


' 


that is easily available to private broad- 
casters is withheld from Government sta- 
tions trying to do an important job—to get 
the truth to the people of Russia arid 
Eastern Europe. 

This refusal seems to us to constitute a 
shortsighted and unwise policy. The press 
associations are gagging on a gnat when 
they say that to allow our Government to 
broadcast AP and UP news would taint the 
services with the charge of propaganda. 

The Journal believes that our great press 
associations should sell or, better yet, make 
available at cost, such news reports as the 
State Department wishes to broadcast, as 
an important part of our foreign policy, 


The press associations should be able to 
impose such restrictions on the use of their 
dispatches as will protect their reputations 
for unbiased gathering of the news. At 
least they ought to give it a trial in the 
national interest. 


Analysis of English Ways 
By Discerning Frenchman 


(Oxford 


“The English Way,’ by Pierre Mailland, 

University Press, New York.) 

Of books dealing with that peculiar seg- 
ment of the human species, the English- 
man— “God's Englishman,” one writer 
called him—there is no end. For a cen- 
tury and more, he has been a favorite sub- 
ject for analysis and dissection by Ameri- 
cans, Frenchmen and writers of other 
countries. Nor is this surprising. A 
world that has been racked by*every sort 
of strife and turmoil cannot help but turn 
curiously, wistfully even, to behold that 
haven of social peace which is England 
and to wonder why it happened; still more, 
why it continues to happen. 

Now a Frenchman who has lived there 
the last 15 years, and was one of the voices 
of Resistance during the war, sets out 
again to explore and explain the mystery 
and the marvel of England. He does a 
very thorough and painstaking job. He ig — 
clearly an observer of penetrating mind, 
singularly free from bias, national or ideo- 
logical. He writes dispassionately, even 
judicially. Not for him, Frenchman though 
he be, is the bon mot, the epigram or the 
vivid descriptive phrase that can liven up 
an otherwise dull page. He has not sacri- 
ficed soundness of thought for brilliance. 

* * * 


In a volume of some 300 pages, M. Mail- 
laud covers a great deal of ground and 
reaches many conclusions, all interesting 
and few of them seriously questionable. 

“English institutions,” he well says, “are 
neither a dogmatic creation nor the work 
of theorists. They are an emanation from 
English society.” This is the main reason 
they possess the all-important attributes 
of continuity, flexibility and adaptability. 

The whole strength of the monarchy, for 
instance, the writer sees as its power to 
communicate a sense of national perma- 
nence. Why bother about logic and theory, 
your Englishman would say, when the prac- 
tical usefulness of an institution like the 
monarchy or the House of Lords is so 
demonstrable? 

The author is at his best in his careful 
handling of that most difficult subject, 
English class feeling. Though he quotes 
with approval Sean O’Faolain’s aphorism, 
“Between England and revolution there 
will always stand an army of bowler hats” - 
(meaning the great middle class), he never- 
theless notes a disturbing, though scarcely 
surprising, growth of class consciousness.

In nothing is he better than in his recog- 
nition that the English have “kept the way 
of living of a Western civilization drawing 
its strength from diversity, not mass; from 
balance rather than from extremism; not 
the breeding of ersatz supermen or the 
desolate discipline of the anthill.” 

This Frenchman’s profound respect for 
the English achievement in just remain- 
ing England, “instinetively conservative in 
outlook but progressive in determination,” 
through the storms of the last 20 years is 
shown by his verdict: “The most striking 
phenomenon in English history is perhaps 
not that the country should have avoided 
invasion, but that it should not have lost 
its political balance under the impact of 
conflicting ideologies.”

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If Congress Rejects the British Loan 


LONDON. 


| O Englishman so far from the scene of decision can venture 
to prophesy the outcome of the debate in Congress on the loan 

to Britain. It is, however, obvious that once negotiations were 
completed, the decision on this issue was a matter in which the 
final say was necessarily American, not British. : 


Parliament has take~ the view 
that the terms, though onerous, 
are, on the whole, preferable to 
the situation which would arise if 
. they were rejected. And I belong 
to that school of thought which 
was pursued by Lord Keynes — 
whose death is a profound loss to 
all international communities—to 
support its acceptance by the Gov- 
ernment and Parliament. 

I add that I do not think the 
proposed terms are, as a practical 
matter, capable of amendment by 
g0 numerous a body as a legisla- 
tive assembly, even though, in 
strict form, it may possess the 
amending power. If the terms are 
reopened on one side, they may 
well be reopened on the other. 
A new discussion, serving only to 
hold back international economic 
recovery, would become inevitable. 

There are few greater needs 
than the swift construction of the 
framework of world recovery. 
Peace depends on the rapid rise 
of the standard of life everywhere. 
It is obvious that the fate of the 
Joan is in hazard and we have to 
think of what must be done were 
that misfortune to occur. 


Harm to American Trade. 


The essence of the British posi- 
tion is that its present access to 
- (American dollars is almost negli- 

gible. Its power, therefore, to 
purchase American goods on 
epee markets on the scale 

a swift conversion to peace 
economy requires is proportion- 
gtely restricted. 

The high walls of American 
tariffs make it very difficult for 
British producers to sell their 
goods on a scale large enough to 
permit the import of American 
food and other products on the 
g@cale we need if the British stand- 
ard of life is to be maintained at 
its present level until the process 
of transition to a peace economy 
és effectively complete. 

In this position, the British peo- 
ple must have either dollar credits 
available in sufficient amount to 
buy what they need without the 
price of these credits seeming ex- 
eessively high, or they must do 
without the purchases on Ameri- 
ean markets they are unable to 
afford. 

If the loan, therefore, should be. 
rejected, the logical consequence 
is a cut in British buying of 
American goods. What does this 
mean in fact? First, obviously, 
there must be economy in luxuries. 
We must cease to buy American 
films. We must cease to buy 
American tobacco. There is a 
whole mass of minor commodities 
which are important but not es- 
gential, the importation of which 
will be forbidden by the British 
Government. 

Books, I fear, will be regarded 
@s an item under this head, as 
will royalties for performances of 
plays and subscriptions to Ameri- 
ean periodicals. In this field of 
hhon-essentials, that is to say, one 
of the first victims will be the 
main agents of cultural under; 
standing between our two peoples. 
‘I emphasize this because I think 
ft has a far greater psychological 
importance than is generally 
realized. 

There is a vita] truth in the 
adaptation of the famous dictum 
‘go as to make it run that he 
who reads a nation’s books need 
mot spend excessive time in 
studying its laws. Economies in 
this realm would be a grave blow 
to Anglo-American understanding. 


lA Closed Sterling Area. 


We should be compelled further 
to seek for alternative sources of 
‘supplies in the more basic com- 
modities. We should clearly have 
to” buy food, wheat, meat and 
canned goods in any alternative 
markets available where the pur- 
‘chasing power of sterling was not 
‘in quéstion. 

So far as possible, we should 
Thave to replace the import of 
American cotton by the import of 
' tec0tton from Egypt and India. It 
fis evident, that is to say, that the 
shortage of dollars means a large- 
gcale reconversion of British trade 
from its present channel to new 
‘channels or pitting the channels 
yof Empire trade far more deep 
than they are at present. 

To achieve this must mean the 

rvation at almost any cost 

the sterling area, the Empire 
ferences established at Ottawa 
1932 and the extension of the 
methods of each of these tech- 
miques and trade wherever it is 
possible. The outcome would 
therefore be the extension of Brit- 
ish markets overseas by means 


which would, so far as possible, 
exclude competitors from them. 

Any general economic co-opera- 
tion on an international scale 
would thus become limited in ex- 
tent and the longer the process 
continued, the more difficult 
would be the return to collabora- 
tion. To secure these ends, there 
would have to be tariff increases, 
exchange control, import quotas, 
commercial bilateralism instead 
of commercial multilateralism 
and, in accordance with all past 
experiences, competitive deprecia- 
tion in exthange values to main- 
tain indispensable markets. 


Britain’s Alternatives. 


I do not see how the conse- 
quences can stop there. Great 
Britain must restore her export 
trade as the first essential] in 
economic reconstruction. For, 
however great may be the _ in- 
crease in her agricultural produc- 
tion, she cannot feed herself. An 
attempt at large-scale emigration 
would deprive her of the most en- 
ergetic and skilled of her workers 
since it is these that other coun- 
tries, like the Dominions, would 
alone be desirous of receiving. 

If there is to be a necessary 
revival of British exports, there 
must. be a large-scale re-tooling 
of British industries. If that can- 
not be thought of in terms of the 
American loan, two other possi- 
bilities are open to us: first, a loan 
from elsewhere, such the loan 
we have just received from. Can- 
ada, and it is conceivable other, 
if smaller, loans would be granted 
by Australia and New Zealand. 

At the highest level at which 

these are conceivable, they would 
inevitably go only a small way 
to meet our problems. It would 
therefore become necessary to re- 
capitalize British industry from 
its own revenue in the same way 
as Russia did after the October 
Revolution. 
That would mean two things: 
first, it would require lower 
wages partly to lower costs for 
export purposes, partly to permit 
devotion of a ‘greater proportion 
of industrial production to the 
reorganization of plants, the use 
of more modern and efficient ma- 
chinery and a consequential in- 
crease in output per man hour. 

Secondly, I think it would mean 
higher taxation, since there is a 
level below which wages cannot, 
especially under a Socialist Gov- 
ernment, be permitted to fall, and 
the proceeds of this taxation must 
be available to protect the level 
of socia] services, especially if the 
transition involves a sudden and 
steep rise in the number of the 
employed. 


A Breeder of III Will. 


There are, I think, two further 
consequences of great importance: 
the lack of financial elbow room 
in the payment for imports would 
mean necessary imposition of a 
vigorous system of priority in pur- 
chase. And this, in turn, would 
mean a not less vigorous control 
of goods produced, since the Gov- 
ernment would have to see to it 
that priority of manufacturing 
was accorded to those trades with 
power to export successfully and 
make maximum imports possible. 

As there is no longer any auto- 
matic method like that of the gold 
standard in its heyday by which 
this can be done, the only way of 
achieving it is by de facto govern- 
ment action. The major purpose 
of this action would be to achieve 
the highest possible stability of 
union between the British Empire, 
a large part of Western Europe and 
Latin American countries like Ar- 
gentina, whose commercial rela- 
tions with Europe in general and 
Great Britain in particular have 
been especially close. The pur- 
pose of such a union would be to 
free its members from dependence 
on America. 

I think the ultimate outcome of 
such a policy would be tragedy. 
It would make life hard and grim 
for Great Britain and those coun- 
tries which are in a similar posi- 
tion to Great Britain. Even with 
the immense producing capacity 
of America, it would make the 
marketing problem of American 
manufacturers and their capacity, 
therefore to provide anything like 
high employment, a difficult and 
dangerous one. 

The political results of such 
economic segregation would breed 
ill will and insecurity. The result 
of this would be deeper economic 
disequilibrium.

TRUMAN SIGNS BIL 
FORWAR DEAD RETURN 


U. S. to Pay Expenses of 
Bringing Bodies From Cem- 
eteries Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
Legislation directing the War De- 
partment to return for burial in 
this country the bodies of 300,000 
Americans who died abroad’ since 
September 1939, was signed yes- 
terday by President Truman. 


| The bodies, mostly those of 
service men but including some 
civilian government workers, now 
are in military cemeteries through- 
out the world. 

When returned, they will be 
placed either in national ceme- 
teries or in private burial grounds, 
according to the wishes of rela- 
tives. 

The War Department estimates 
it will cost an average of $700 
each to return the bodies. 

War “Department plans had 
called for return of the first 
bodies by next September, but cas- 
ket makers have reported that in- 
ability to obtain steel has left 
them unable to meet the sched- 
uled requirements. The casket in- 
dustry does not expect to get the 
steel before l&te fall, so that the 
first bodies may not be brought 
home until near the end of the 
year, 

The cost of return and final 
burial is estimated between $195,- 
000,000 and $215,000,000. Congress 
requires the task to be completed 
in five years but Maj. Gen. T. B. 
Larkin, the quartermaster general, 
belfeves that it can be completed 
in much less time. 

All costs of burial overseas in 
an American military cemetery or 
in a national cemetery in United 
States will be paid by the Govern- 
ment. If burial is in a private 
cemetery in the United States, the 
Government will pay up to $50 of 
the interment expense.

LINCOLN, Nebr., May 17 (AP)— 
Nine point winners from 1945, 
three of them double champions, 
will go after more laurels in the 
annual Big Six track and field 
championships here tomorrow. 

Of the double winners, Bob 


Crowson of Missouri, king in the 
100 and 220, is given the best 
chance to repeat. 

The others—Norval Barker of 
Nebraska, who won both hurdle 
races, and Dean Kratz of Nebras- 
ka, 880 and mile champion, will 
have an extremely difficult time 
holding their honors. 

In the team field, Kansas is 
favored to upset Iowa State, the 
champion in 1944 and 1945. Iowa 
State has lost strength since the 
Cyclones took the indoor cham- 
pionship, while Kansas is rated 


as having picked up more strength 
than Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas 
State and Oklahoma, all listed as 
stronger than during the indoor 
carnival. 

If Kansas, a disappointment in 
the indoor, lives up to expecta- 
tions tomorrow by taking the title, 
it would be the first Kansas out- 
door championship since 1934 and 
the fourth in conference history 
for the Jayhawks, 

All records are considered. safe 
with the exception of the six feet 
3% inches high jump mark post- 
ed in 1933 by William Newblock 
of Oklahoma. The top threat to 
that mark is Tom Scofield of 
Kansas, who has bettered the rec- 
ord outdoors this year. 

From the standpoint of return- 
ing point winners from 1945, Ne- 
braska is out in’ front.

Baked Potato With Rich Frank- 
furter Sauce. 


Four medium baking potatoes 
(10 oz. each), three tablespoons 
butter or e, four frank- 
furters, sliced one-quarter-inch 
thick, three tablespoons flour, 
One teaspoon salt, two cups milk, 
two eggs, unbeaten. ‘ 

Select four medium-sized pota- 
toes, scrub them thoroughly with 
a brush, and place in a moderate- 
ly hot ove (400 degrees F.) to 
bake for 40 to 50 minutes or until 
done when pierced with sharp- 
tined fork. 

Meanwhile prepare sauce by 
melting butter or margarine in 
a saucepan and sauteing frank- 
furter slices slowly until lightly 
browned. Stir in flour and salt, 
using a low flame, and add milk 
slowly, stirring constantly. When 
sauce has thickened slightly, drop 
in unbeaten and stir only 
slightly. The finished product will 
have bits of cooked egg yolk and 
white —— throughout the 
sauce, k slowly for about 
three minutés after adding eggs. 
When done, remove potatoes from 
oven and cut in half, lengthwise.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


FP I needed any proof of a 
warm-hearted desire on the part 
of people of this country to 

help starving people throughout 

the world, I have had it over- 
whelmingly since the publication 
of a magazine’ article, some weeks 
ago, in which Mr. and Mrs. Bruce 
Gould and I talked about Euro- 
pean conditions. From all over 
the country, people have written 
in asking for the names of fam- 
ilies to whom they can send food 
and clothing regularly; teachers 
have written in asking for the 
names of schools to which their 
pupils can send candy bars. Cities 
and villages have written in ask- 
ing for the names of European 
cities and villages which they can 

adopt as a whole. , 
The milk of’human kindness is 

still strong in our United States, 

and what we have we are willing 
to share. The emergency food col- 
lection has got off to a good start, 
too. And I understand that the 
game machinery which collected 
cloth is going to function suc- 
cessfully, though somewhat differ- 
ent methods will have to be used 
in getting food shipped to Europe. 

I have a letter, however, from a 
gentieman which I think should 
be answered in this column. He 
says: “Many. people think that the 
food and materials that are being 
sent to Europe are gifts paid for 
out of the Treasury of the United 

States. An explanation of tie 

matter by you would help serve 

the program and enlighten the 
people as to just how it is han- 
died.”

HARDWOOD FLOORING PRICE 
CEILING HIKED 44 TO 124 PCT. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
Price increases ranging from 4% 
to 12% per cent were granted by 


the Office of Price Administra- 
tion yesterday to producers of 
hardwood floortng who turn out 
70 per cent of this country’s pro- 
duction. 

The increases, designed to cover 
price rises granted on lumber and 
to stimulate output of flooring, 
which has become one of the most 
critically scarce building materi- 
als, will be passed on to the con- 
sumer. 

OPA’s action gives Appalachian 
hardwood flooring a price differ- 
ential over Southern hardwood 
flooring. This is a move to stim- 
ulate lagging Appalachian output 
needed for the homes-for-veterans 
program, OPA said.

HIS ship of hope plowed 
T through the Atlantic today 
after a start marked by every- 
thing from epidemic seasickness 
to a joyous furor over hitherto 
unknown foods; from impromptu 
evening parties to solemn Chris- 
tian and Jewish Sabbath services. 

And gradually, 800 victims of 
Fascism who are heading for a 
new life in America from the 
German North Sea port of Bremer- 
haven in this first post-war im- 
migrant ship are becoming used 
to new standards. They attempted 
to tip stewards for small favors 
with cigarettes until, to their sur- 
prise, they found that smokes 
were not the luxury or virtual 
method of exchange they were in 
Europe. 

At first some, who had been 
hungry for years and naturally 
accustomed to hoarding any 
scraps. of leftover food, took 
stacks of bread away from the 
mess hall, But when they saw that 
food remained plentiful, the prac- 
tice died of its own accord, 

They greeted the first serving 
of pineapple with the astonished 
question, “What is it?” Bananas 
evoked a chorus of ohs and ahs, 
while youngsters looked dubiously 
at lemons, which they had never 
seen before. 

Although the ship is merely a 
former troop transport, the pas- 
gSengers considered it palatial. 
Henry Behrman, a former con- 
centration camp prisoner who is 
on his way to fais aunt, Mrs, Jo- 
hanna Joffe of New York City 
thought it was certainly. better 
than his last sea voyage when the 
Nazis put him and 3500 others 
aboard a small ship without food 
for three weeks. 

Out of gratitude for their voy- 
age toward freedom and out of 
eagerness to do some constructive 
work after years of forced labor 
or enforced, rotting idleness, many 
volunteered to do odd jobs. 

A group of orphaned youths are 
helping the shorthanded kitchen 
staff. A barber is clipping hair 
of officers and members of the 
crew, pathetically happy to be 
back at his trade again. A den- 
tist and a doctor are aiding the 
ship’s medical staff. And a group 
of women are working night and 
day in the nursery among parent- 
less waifs, 

Despite the prevalence of sea- 
sickness, scores carried tattered 
prayerbooks to their first religious 
services under the free, American 
flag—services conducted by men 
who themselves are veterans of 
the war against Fascism. 

In a hushed room the Rev. 
Thaddeus Kozieja, a survivor of 
the Polish underground, led the 
saying of the Rosary. A tall, quiet 
priest from East Rutherford, N. J, 
one of 67 American citizens being 
repatriated, he had a dramatio 
story to tell.

Captured, 
beaten and sent to concentration 
camps, he was finally liberated by 
the Russians. 


In the same room Capt. Joseph 
Shubow, a VU. S. Army chaplain 
on leave to make the voyage as 
the representative of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, conducted 
Jewish services. 


Shubow used in his prayers sa- 
cred scrolls rescued from Gestapo 
headquarters. He had carried 
them along on 60,000 miles of 
shuttling around the front lines 
during the war. 


Shubow was aided by a famed 
cantor, Moses Rosenthal, who 
saved his life at Oswiecim (Ausch- 
witz) by singing opera for the 
Nazi guards,

“This event marks the begin- 
ning of a new stage in America’s 
rescue of Hitler’s victims,” Mur- 

hy said. “The U.S. participated 
mn saving more than 3,000,000 of 
these people, Our Army has found 
them in all conditions and under 
all modes of living. We found 
some roving the roads, freed from 
their oppression by our ddvancing 
armies, We found others emaci- 
ated and atarving in concentra- 
tion camps. The scenes were s0 
ghastly that those who saw them 
prefer not to repeat what they 
saw. 

“The great majority of persons 
on this ship were found in the 
concentration camps. They were 
the most dire victims of Hitler 
and his scheme to eliminate those 
who least served his ends. Those 
here from the concentration camps 
were the most rugged and in 
many ways the most fortunate in 
that they were able to withstand 
the illnesses and diseases which 
came to the enforced laborers be- 
cause of their conditions of work 
and food.” 

Following Murphy’s speech, Helen 
head of the repatriation 
section of UNRRA in the U. S. 
zone of Germany, read a letter 
from the immigrants thanking 


President Roosevelt for sponsor- 
ing their cause. 

Then with cheers, shouting and 
noisy fanfare the ship was pulled 
by two tugs into the middle of 
the Weser River, where under full 
steam it began the journey to 
America. 

The -first morning aboard the 
immigrants ate their first sub- 
stantial breakfast in five years. 
While the ship’s cooks and stew- 
ards beamed with pleasure the 
victims of Nazism ate and ate and 
ate with gustO and‘ marveled at 
the super-abundance of bacon and 
eggs, oatmeal, milk and coffee 
with real cream.

The immigrants had been on 
their way to America for three 
weeks before boarding this boat, 
going first to assembly centers in 
widely separated parts of Ger- 
many and then to the staging 
area at Bremen,

“Now we believe it.” And this, 
said Eva Guttman, 20, stamping 
her foot on the deck for em- 
phasis, “this is the best minute 
of my whole life.”

Despite the excellent Yay of 
cards, declarer found it impossible 
to make his contract. In thig se- 
quence—vhich would be duplicat- 
ed at too many bridge tables—the 
essential error lies in the first 
response to the opening spade bid. 
The average player deliberately 
selects the underbid of two no 
trump with the intention of show- 
ing the rest of his values On a 
later round. He is fully fwate 
that two no trump is an underbid, 
hence reserves for himself (as a 
sort of reward) the privilege of 
overbidding on his next turn. I 
suppose he figures that these two 
actions balance each other, but he 
is wrong! His four no trump is 
conventional, hence fortes the bid- 
ding to at least the five-level, and 
his own “human natute” actounts 
for the final push to a slam. 

The entire difficulty is overcome 
by making the correct response 


originally. The proper bidding of 


North-South hands such as these 
is supremely simple, to wit, one 
spade by North, three ho trump 
by South. 

Here South has shown all his 
values and his distribution in one 
fell swoop, and need not worry 
about something ieft unsaid. His 
three no trump response af- 
nounces four honor-tricks with 
balanced distribution.
